USE  OF  FRESH  MILK  SAMPLE  TESTS  UPHELD 

On  September  16,  1965,  the  Judicial  Officer  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  Department  of  Agriculture  issued  a Decision 
and  Order  in  which  he  ruled  that  the  tests  of  the  fresh 
milk  samples  of  producer  receipts  taken  by  employees  of 
the  Market  Administrator  at  Adam  L.  Liptak’s  plant  in 
Westfield,  Massachusetts,  in  the  November  1-15  and  De- 
cember 1-15  periods  of  1963  . . were  the  only  reliable 

data  available  as  to  the  butterfat  bases  for  producer  pay- 
ments. . . .”  Mr.  Liptak  had  petitioned  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  questioning  whether  the  Market  Administrator 
had  acted  properly  in  disallowing  the  use  of  tests  of  com- 
posite samples  as  a basis  for  payment  to  certain  produ- 
cers in  the  two  periods  in  1963.  Mr.  Liptak  further  ques- 
tioned the  Market  Administrator’s  decision  that  the  pro- 
ducers payments  should  be  based  on  the  average  tests  of 
fresh  milk  samples  of  their  milk  taken  by  his  employees.

JUDICIAL  OFFICER  UPHOLDS  MARKET 
ADMINISTRATOR’S  DETERMINATION 

The  Judicial  Officer,  Washington,  D.C.,  issued  a de- 
cision and  order  on  September  1,  1965,  in  which  he  found 
the  Market  Administrator’s  determination  that  the  plant  of 
Owen  Dairy  Company,  Inc.,  Wausau,  Wisconsin,  did  not 
qualify  for  pool  participation  was  in  accordance  with  law. 
Market  Administrator  employees  had  observed  the  opera- 
tions at  the  Owen  plant  and  other  plants  to  which  Owen 
reported  milk  to  have  been  moved.  On  the  basis  of  these 
observations  it  was  found  that  the  milk  moved  to  the  sec- 
ond plant,  but  not  unloaded  therein,  could  not  be  consid- 
ered as.  a receipt  for  purposes  of  qualifying  the  Owen 
plant.  The  Judicial  Officer  found  that  the  handler  had  not 
introduced  evidence  to  refute  the  observations  upon  which 
the  Market  Administrator  based  his  determination.

Fresh  Milk  Sample  Tests  Upheld  (Cont’d  from  page  1) 

The  dispute  arose  after  the  Market  Administra- 
tor had  notified  Mr.  Liptak  that  the  tests  of  fresh 
milk  samples  taken  by  the  Market  Administrator’s 
employees  had  differed  widely  from  the  tests  of 
the  handler’s  composite  samples  for  the  first  half 
of  November  and  December  1963.  The  Market  Ad- 
ministrator issued  Underpayment  Notices  to  the 
handler  based  on  the  tests  of  the  fresh  milk 
samples  which  called  for  additional  payments 
totaling  $179.70  to  be  made  to  certain  of  the 
handler’s  producers. 

On  July  23,  1964,  Mr.  Liptak  filed  a petition 
for  administrative  review  of  these  findings.  An 
answer  to  the  petition  was  filed  by  the  Deputy 
Administrator  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Ser- 
vice on  August  13,  1964.  On  March  2,  1965,  a 
hearing  on  the  petition  was  held  before  Hearing 
Examiner  Will  Rogers  in  Springfield,  Massachu- 
setts. The  Judicial  Officer’s  decision  upholding 
the  Market  Administrator’s  use  of  fresh  milk 
sample  tests  was  based  on  evidence  presented 
at  the  March  2 hearing.
